1 . LYDDON MET WITH RIFT VALLEY PC MATHENGE THIS MORNING AS 
SCHEDULED AND TOLD ME THAT HE THOUGHT HE HAD SUCCEEDED IN MENDING 
FENCES SOMEWHAT INSOFAR AS ESSO IS CONCERNED. MATHENGE REAEF- 
IRMED HIS INTENTION TO ENCOURAGE PRESIDENT KENYATTA TO PAY DEBT 
OWED TO ESSO IN RELATIVELY NEAR FUTURE. IN MEANTIME ESSO PLANS 

TO CONTINUE TO MAKE DELIVERIES TO KENYATTA FARM. 

2. ALTHOUGH MATHENGE WAS FRIENDLY IN MANNER, HE DECLINED TO DO 
ANYTHING IN SUPPORT OF SKANE'S RETURN. HE WAS UNIMPRESSED BY
